victims linger three or four days, 
though In: some instances they 
have died'in 12 hours. More than 
one European Doctor would cheer- 
fully tender their services, but the 
Chinese are obstinate in thelr ad- 
herence to old custom — old, 
ignorant queckery.

Most of the supply-dropping is 
done from n Kuala S.umpur base, 
In the words of Captain Joseph 
Mitchell, of Leicester, Army air 
lialson offcer who has grown a 
handie-bar moustache since he 
came under the influence of the 
RAF: “They deliver anything 
they can get out of the door of a 
Dug (Dakota)”. 

Apart from catering for the 
different tastes of “Malay, 
Gurkha and English troops, 
they drop radio ects, medical 
supplies, petrol and ‘generating 
ects. 

- A few months ago, they drep- 
ped: some rattan {urniture to an 
isolated post. 

Whenever possible, the guerilla 
hunters prepare marked dropping 
zones in a clearing in the jungle. 
But sometimes the only signals 
seen by the aircrews are wisps 
of smokt rising through the high 
trees. 

Yet a surprisingly. small num- 
ber of “parcels arc” lost. Some- 
times the supply parachutes catch 
on the tops of ‘trees and the 
patrols are “too hot on the scent” 
‘of the guerillas to stop to fell 
timber.
